Esquimaux up here are all 
Christians the Moravian missionaries 
converted them years ago.

Liquor has 
crept iii among them, and has given 
us trouble. 
It is not an essential in 
cold latitudes for physical well being. 
I can tell when liquor has seized hold 
of a plaee as easily as I can tell an epi­ 
demic of diphtheria or beri beri. Per­ 
sonally I remain a teetotaller. 


*iave man-v e.ve-diseases in the 
f rozen north, due chiefly to the 
glare of the sun on the ice and snow. 
The gieat white plague is creeping in 
upon us, too. But Labrador is still al­ 
most germ less. 
We can perform op­ 
erations out in the open almost as 
easily as they do in the marble lined 
operating rooms in New York. 
W e wear dressed reindeer skins for 
t lethes, and the lighter and softer the 
garment is the warmer it is. 
You 
could almost put your overcoat in your 
pocket. 
VV ith the thermometer at 20 
and CO below* zero, with your bread 
and condensed milk frozen, your bal­ 
tei no good, then’s the time for fat 
pork it is nectar: 
You can never 
understand it till you live 
in 
the 
frozen north. 
1 There are more feet in Labrador 
than shoes and we are often called 
upon to amputate frozen limbs, not 
only of men but women and children. 
T remember one case that shows we 
have no creed in the Arctic.

leg amputated and I was called upon 
to supply an artificial limb. I bad one 
rn stock, and after I had given it to 
the patient I learned its history,

His wife was a Presby­ 
terian, but when he died she gave it 
to an Episcopalian cripple.

Corn Long a Kansas Crop. 
The earliest mention of corn in 
what is now Kansas is found in-the 
account of Coronado’s expedition in 
1541-42. Prof. Williston found charred 
corn in the ruins of prehistoric In­ 
dian pueblos in Scott county, esti­ 
mated by him to be at least 2 ^ cen­ 
turies old. Bourgmont found the Kaw 
Indians cultivating cora o b the plwa- 
, ent town site of Doniphan la 1724. 


When first introduced milo was suit­ 
able for use only as a general forage 
crop. 
Owing to its small and scanty 
leaves and pithy stems it was inferior 
to kafirs and sorgos for forage pur­ 
poses. 
On the western plains It be­ 
gan to be developed as a combined 
grain and forage crop. 
Like all sor­ 
ghums it was strongly drought resist­ 
ant. Compared with some other grain 
varieties of sorghum it was only fairly 
early and productive, but it possessed 
good seed-holding power, which white 
durra (“Jerusalem corn”) and brown 
durra sadly lacked. 
From the stand 
point of grain production it had. be­ 
sides these desirable characters, sev­ 
eral very objectionable habits. These 
were (I) the abundant stooling. (2) 
the free branching, (3) the size and 
height of the stem, and (4) the pend­ 
ent. or “goose-necked,” heads. 
In rhe past four or five years the de­ 
velopment of milo as a grain crop has 
been progressing rapidly along the 
lines just shown to be desirable. The 
carefully selected milo of to-day is a 
great improvement over the common 
unselected crop. 
Ordinary milo has 
been reduced by selection to a uniform 
height of 4 to 4^4 feet in the plains 
regions lying at an elevation of 3,000 
to 4,000 feet above sea level, or at an 
equivalent latitude. 
Through selec 
Don and thicker seeding the heads 
have 
been 
changed 
from 
mostly 
pendent to mostly erect. 
AH heads 
not leaning over more than 30 degrees 
from the perpendicular are classed as 
erect, since for all practical purposes 
they are erect. From 75 to 90 percent 
have been brought to this posit ion in 
different strains. A large part of the 
1-emainiiig IO to 25 per cent, are mere­ 
ly inclined, I. e., bent over more than 
SO degrees and less than 90 degrees.

Only a very small 
percentage of the heads are pendent

By the combined influences of se­ 
c tio n and thicker seeding, branch­ 
ing 
has been almost, entirely pre­ 
vented. and stooling, or the production 
of suckers. ha3 been greatly checked 
About one-fourth to one-half the plants 
produce .no suckers at all, and most 
of the remainder produce onlv one 
sucker on each plant.

The highest 
average yields of corn under the same 
conditions have been ten bushels to 
the acre less than those of milo. The 
yields of blackhull kafir have been five 
bushels less to the acre. 
Milo is now a staple crop in a large 
part of western Texas and in the ad­ 
jacent portions of New Mexico. Colora­ 
do, Kansas and Oklahoma.

tion lies at elevations of 1,500 to 4 OOO 
feet above sea level, and has a vary 
ing annual rainfall of 17 to 25 inches. 
Milo is well adapted to the whole 
southern half of the plains region ly

Milo can be grown successfully on 
the lower plains of eastern Oklahoma 
eastern 
Kansas 
and southern

braska, where kafir varieties are no* 
the leading grain sorghums. 
In thi* 
eastern section of the plains corn is 
ordinarily a profitable crop, and the 
acreage of milo will depend on season 
a^ e »7ariation8- 
In dry years mile 
should be largely grown there, but in 
wet years it will be replaced by corn 
to a considerable extent. 
It seems very probable that the lim 
its of successful production of milo 
can be rapidly extended northward 
and westward from the present area

'W he dfd it, Dr. Wilfred Gren 
fell, the Arctic missionary phy- 
sician, can hardly tell. But he 
did and he-is safe home again 


•ow after an experience that would 
Bare ended in the death of ninety-nine 
men out of a hundred. 


Out In the ice-pack, surrounded by a 


pack of eight hunger-maddened dogs 
iflgbting him for their lives as hard 
ms be was fighting them for his—he 
had to face them alone in a tempera- 
ture ten degrees below zero. How he 
survived Is a nine days' wonder even 
up In frozen Labrador, where men bat- 
tle 365 days a year to wrest a living 
from forbidding nature. 


And when he had conquered the 
dogs he still had the elements as his 
deadlier foe. 


Dr. Grenfell leads a strange life. 


He has devoted himself and his life 
;to the Esquimaux and the natives of 
.Labrador—deep sea Ushers all. He is 
Ithelr doctor, missionary, friend. 
A 


'graduate of Oxford, he has chosen that 
•oat barren spot in North America 
as one where he may do some good In 
the world. 
I His headquarters he makes at Bat- 
tle Harbor, Labrador. From there, as 
a ease of supplies, fie makes trips of 
.kindreds of miles Into the frozen 
••ortb. tarrying his surgical 
Instru- 


inteaU and his medicines along with 


Bible and his great good cheer, to

Hc has had maay adventures, 


t tbis is the story of bis latest; 


"I had lost everthing. 
My robes 


were gone and the supply of food for 
myself and the dogs. It looked as if 
it was all up with all of us, because a 
gale from the northwest was driving 
the floe rapidly out to sea. And the 
temperature was 
falling 
fast. 
My 
clothing was soaked. 


"So I took off my. skin boots and cut 


them in 
halves. 
These 
halves 
I 


strapped to my chest and back. 


"The wind and cold increased as the 


night came on, and I could see the 
| dogs were growing ravenous. When 
they are that way they are what their 
ancestors were, nothing better than 
wolves. 
They were yelping for food 


and I knew It was only a question of 
time before they would attack me. 


"It felt like murder, but I killed 


three of my largest dogs. I stripped 
them of their skins while the rest of 
the pack kept aloof, 
snarling 
and" 


yelping. Finally the bravest of them 
came after me, but I was able to flght 
.them off until I could skin the three 
dead dogs. Then I threw the meat to 
the survivors and kept the skins to 
wrap about myself. 


"When morning came I saw the ice 


was rapidly drifting from shore. I had 
nothing to put as a mast on which I 
could swing out a signal of distress 
until I thought myself of the bones of 
the legs of the dead dogs. 


"These I managed to splice together. 


From the top of the pole I flung out a 
piece of my shirt. It was seen by 
George Reid and some of his men off 
Locke's Cove and' they came out in a 
boat and took me off." 


COR 17 years Dr. Grenfell has been 
I working there among the flsher- 
folks or anybody else that needed his 
services. 
He has had two hospital 


ships lost in the treacherous Ice and 


Christians—the Moravian missionaries 
converted them years ago. Christianity 
is a saving influence for them; they 
wpuld have been extinct long ago from 
the vices which follow trade. As it 
is. their number decreases with every 
decade. 
Tbey are now installing the 


wireless all the way up the Labrador 
coast.' It is already as far north as 
Belle Isle, which has summer connec- 
tions with the mainland and the world. 
Wireless has now been put 200 miles 
nearer the pole than it ever was be- 
fore. It is of great assistance-in my 
work; it "puts me within call when 
there Is an epidemic or a serious case. 


"We have found the wireless a great 


help to the fishing industry, which is 
what .our people live upon. The run- 
ning of the fish is uncertain and when 
one ship strikes the fish it can sum- 
mon the entire fleet. 


"We are gradually getting the na 


lives to live a proper life. Liquor has 
crept in among them, and has given 
us trouble. It is not an essential in 
cold latitudes for physical well being. 
I can tell when liquor has seized hold 
of a plaee as easily as I can ten an epi- 
demic of diphtheria or beri-beri. Per- 
sonally I remain a teetotaller. 


**WE liave man>'~eye"lii3eases in the 
" frozen north, due chiefly to the 


glare of the sun on the ice and snow. 
The great white plague is creeping in 
upon us. too. But Labrador is still al- 
most germless. We can perform op- 
erations out in the open almost as 
easily as they do in the marble lined 
operating rooms In New York. 


"We wear dressed reindeer skins for 


clothes, and the lighter and softer the 
garment is the warmer It is. You 
could almost put your overcoat in your 
pocket. With the thermometer at 20 
and SO below zero, with your., bread 
and condensed milk frozen, your but- 
ter no good, then's the time for fat 
pork—it is nectar! 
You can never 


understand it till you live 
in 
the 


frozen north. 


"There are more feet in Labrador 


than shoes and we are often called 
upon to amputate frozen limbs, not 
only of men but women and children. 
I remember one case that shows we 
have no creed in the Arctic. 
The 


wife of a Roman Catholic had a frozen 
leg amputated and I was called upon 
to supply an artificial limb. I had one 
in stock, and after I had given it to 
the patient I learned Its history. II 
had belonged to a Baptist soldier who 
lost his leg in the civil war fighting 
for the union. His wife was a Presby- 
terian, but when he died she gave it 
to an Episcopalian cripple. It worked 
around to my mission in a devious 
way and I gave it to the Roman Cath- 
olic." 


Now just a little about this man who 


"fle can amputate a leg,'coatitSV 


the walls of a pleuritic lung by short- 
ening the ribs,, or cure with the aid,of 
modern methods and home-made ap- 
pliances a man suffering with certain 
forms of paralysis; a hundred mile* 
from a shipyard, he. can raise tha 
stern of his little steamer out of wa- 
ter by the rough application of the 
principles of hydraulics and mend her 
propeller; he can handle dynamite and 
blast an excavation under one of his 
hospital buildings in which to place a 
heating apparatus; he can start a 
lumber mill and teach the Inhabitants 
of lonely Labrador not only how to 
handle a saw but how to sell the 
product as a living wage."

Corn Long a Kama* Crap. 


The earliest mention of corn la 


what is now Kansas la found In-the 
account of Coronado's expedition In 
1541-42. Prof. Wllliston found charred 
corn in the ruins of prehistoric In- 
dian pueblos in Scott county, e*tl- 
mated by him to be at least 2% cm- 
juries old. Bourgmont found the Kaw 
Indians cultivating corn on the p 
enl twva iite of Donlphaa In 17J4, 


Milo is one of the durra group of 


sorghums, closely related to white 
durra ("Jerusalem corn") 
and 
to 


brown durra. It Is probably of Afri- 
can, perhaps Egyptian, origin, and -was 
introduced Into the United States be- 
tween" 1880 and 1886, and was first 
grown In South Carolina or Georgia. 
It came p/obably from Africa, but this 
Is not certainly known. No sorghum 
brought since from Africa has been 
exactly like milo, though one found 
in Egypt and called there durra safra, 
or yellow durra, is quite similar to it. 


Milo was first known as "Yellow Mil- 


lo Maize." The adjective "yellow" 
was applied because of the yellowish 
color of the seeds and because a white- 
seeded sorghum, related to the kaflrs, 
was then being sold and grown as 
"White Millo Maize." 
Many other 


names have aince been applied 
to 


milo. 
Among them are 
Branching 


doura, Dwarf milo. Dwarf milo maize 
Dwarf yellow milo, Millo, Millo maize, 
Milo maize, Red Egyptian corn, Rural 
branching sbfghum7"Yellow branching 
dhoura. Yellow branching millo maize, 
Yellow branching sorghum, 
Yellow 


millo maize. Yellow milo, and Yellow 
milo maize. Several of these names 
are occasionally applied 
to brown 


durra also. Dwarf milo, Yellow milo. 
and Milo "maize" are the names most 
commonly used for mild. 


The name "milo" Is adopted and rec- 


ommended because it is short, distinc- 
tive, and appropriate. 
The 
word 


"maize" should never be- used for 
milo, as it confuses this crop with 
corn. 


When first Introduced milo was suit- 


able for use only as a general forage 
crop. Owing to its small and sca»ty 
leaves and pithy stems it was inferior 
to kaflrs and sorgos for forage pur- 
poses. On the western plains It be- 
gan to be developed as a combined 
grain and forage crop. Like all sor- 
ghums it was strongly drought resist- 
ant. Compared with some other grain

Allotment. 


St. 
Louis, July 
27.—The 
federa 


court of appeals today rendered a de- 
cision upholding the provisions ot a 
law to prevent the transfer of lands 
allotted to Indians of the Quapaw 
tribe of Oklahoma, within a period ol 
25 years after the allotment. 


The ease in question was that of 


Goodrum and others, who sought to 
dispossess Arthur Buffalo, % a minor 
from Oklahoma lands that Goodrum 
bought from Buffalo's mother. 
She 


had inherited it from her father ,to 
whom it had been allotted Hy the 
•overnmeiit. 


The 
United States court of ap- 


peals of Indian Territory held that 
Buffalo was the owner of the dis- 


tited lands and tlus is upheld by 


the appellate court.

ture ten degrees below zero. How he 
survived Is a nine days' wonder even 
up In frozen Labrador, where men bat- 
tle SS5 days a year to wrest a living 
from forbidding nature. 


And when be had conquered the 


dogs he still had the elements as his 
deadlier foe. 


Dr. Grenfell leads a. strange life. 


Re lias devoted himself and his life 
[to toe Esquimaux and the natives of 
.Labrador—deep sea fishers all. He Is 
Ithelr doctor, missionary, friend. 
A 


Fgraduate of Oxford, he bas chosen that 
newt barren spot In North America 
aa one where he may do some good in 
the world. 
I His headquarters he makes at Bat- 
tle Harbor, Labrador. From there, as 
• tase of supplies, fie makes trips of 
•madreds of miles into the frozen 
«ortb. carrying his surgical 
Instru- 
nts and his medicines along with 
Bible and bAs great good cheer, to 
noThiog of bis books and his foot- 
. 
Until Dr. Grenfell 
went to 


Trtrnrtnr men and women lived and 
tfed without as much as ever seeing 
• doctor, much less having his serv- 
•teem. He has had many adventures, 
-tat this is the story ot bis latest: 


ttt HAD left Battle Harbor," he said, 
^l«to attend several ' patients ten 
•Hies away In a little settlement across 
tke Ice pack. It was bitterly cold; 
-the>- thermometer showed It to-be ten 
Decrees below zero. I was traveling 
ever the Ice with ay pact of dogs 
wbe* I found I was being carried 
«way from the coast by the moving ice 
•fteM. Before I realised It I was 
•naderlng In broken drift ice, and be- 
fore I could stop the dogs we were all 
to the freezing water. 


"They> of ctmrse, Jnew no law ex- 
«e»t •elf-preservation. They tried to 
.wre themselves by climbing up on my 
^kooMers. -I had to fight them back 
before 1 could clamber to safety on a 
piece of solid drift Ice. 
Then the 


•ffg- bad to save themselves. One by 
MM they scrambled up OB the Ice, 


"I had lost everthing. 
My robes 


were gone and the supply of food for 
myself and the dogs. It looked as if 
it was all up with all of us, because a 
gale from the northwest was driving 
the floe rapidly out to sea. And the 
temperature was 
falling fast. 
My 


clothing was soaked. 


"So I took off my. skin boots and cut 


them in 
halves. These 
halves I 


strapped to my chest and back. 


"The wind and cold increased as the 


night came on, and I could see the 
dogs were growing ravenous. When 
they are that way they are what their 
ancestors were, nothing Better than 
wolves. They were yelping for food 
and I knew it was only a question of 
time before they would attack me. 


"It felt like murder, but I killed 


three of. my largest dogs. I stripped 
them of their skins while the rest of 
the pack kept aloof, snarling and 
yelping. Finally the bravest of them 
came after me, but I was able to fight 
.them off until I .could skin the three 
dead dogs. Then I threw the meat to 
the survivors and kept the skins to 
wrap about myself. 


"When morning came I saw the ice 


was rapidly drifting from shore. I had 
nothing to put as a mast on which I 
could swing out a signal of distress 
until I thought myself of the bones of 
the legs of the dead dogs. 


"These I managed to splice together. 


Prom the top of the pole I flung out a 
piece of my shirt. It was seen by 
George Held and some of his men off 
Locke's Cove and' they came out in a 
boat and took me off." 


IJOR 17 years Dr. Grenfell has been 
r working there among the fisher- 
folks or anybody else that needed his 
services. He has had two hospital 
ships lost In the treacherous Ice and 
now he has a tbird. But very often 
when he gets a call miles away the 
ship is powerless to reach the, patient 
and he goes over the ice with his pack 
of dogs. 


Already he has established three 


land hospitals In Labrador, 23 loan 
libraries, an industrial school arid half 
a" dozen co-operative stores. He has 
seen to 1t that wireless telegraphy Is 
installed on land as well as on the 
fishing boats. This gives him many 
chances to answer calls which cost 
nothing. 


Occasionally Dr. Grenfell comes to 


New York to tell of his work. He bas 
Interested Andrew Carnegie and Rev. 
Dr. Henry Van Dyke. They send as- 
many footballs as Bibles to the Arctic, 
but chiefest of all are the medicines 
and surgical appliances. 


'It is queer doctoring," laughed Dr. 


Grenfell when last he was here. "I 
have 
Canadian 
and Newfoundland 


fishermen among my patients, as well 
as American, Scandinavian and British 
sailors, whalers of nearly all nation- 
alities, and Indians aria" Esquimaux. 
Some of the diseases they spring on 
me would puzzle the best of special- 
ists. Why, only last winter they called 
on me to.eare for a shipload- of beri- 
beri. It cleaned out the whole vessel 
—every one of them had it. 


WTHE Indians and Esquimaux of the 


I frozen north are gradually dying 


off because of the disappearance of 
the great forests. 
This drives away 


the caribou, which means starvation 
for the Indians. With the. Esquimaux 
ft is disease, brought "by contact with 
the white men. We white people are 
immune against many diseases, bat 
when they strike the Esquimaux the, 
germs light - on virgin soil. For ex- 
ample, a white sailor brought a sim- 
ple case of influenza Into an Esqui- 
maux village at 300 souls. Before it 


ran its'course 41 of the natives wen 
dead 


"The Esquimaux up here are all 


Christians—the Moravian missionaries 
converted them years ago. Christianity 
is a saving influence for them; they 
would have been extinct long ago from 
the vices which follow trade. As It 
is, their number decreases with every 
decade. They are now installing the 
wireless all the way up the Labrador 
.coast.' It is already as far north as 
Belle Isle, which has summer connec- 
tions with the mainland and the world. 
"Wireless has now been put 200 miles 
nearer the pole than it ever was be- 
fore. It is of great assistance-in my 
work; it 'puts me within call when 
there is an epidemic or a serious case. 


"We have found the wireless a great 


help to the fishing industry, which is 
wUat .our people live upon. The run- 
ning of the flsh Is uncertain and when 
one ship jttrikes the fisli It can sum- 
mon the entire fleet. 


"We are gradually getting the na- 


tives to live a proper lite. Liquor has 
crept in among them, and has given 
us trouble. It Is not an essential in 
cold latitudes for physical well being. 
I can tell -when liquor has seized hold 
of a place as easily as I can tell an epi- 
demic of diphtheria or beri-beri. Per- 
sonally I remain a teetotaller. 


tCnfE have many "eye-diseases In the 


W frozen north, due chiefly to the 


glare of the sun on the ice and snow. 
The great white plague is creeping in 
upon us. too. But Labrador is still al- 
most germless. We can perform op- 
erations out in the open almost as 
easily as they do in the marble lined 
operating roomsln New York. 


"We wear dressed reindeer skins for 


clothes, and the lighter and softer the 
garment is the warmer it is. 
You 


could almost put your overcoat in your 
pocket. With the thermometer at 20 
and SO below zero, with your., bread 
and condensed milk frozen, your but- 
ter no sood, then's the time for fat 
pork-—it is nectar! 
You can never 


understand it till you live 
in 
the 


frozen north. 


"There are more feet in Labrador 


than shoes and we are often called 
upon to amputate frozen limbs, not 
only of men but women and children. 
I remember one case that shows we 
have no creed in the Arctic. 
The 


wife of a Roman Catholic bad a frozen 
leg amputated and I was called upon 
to supply an artificial limb. I had one 
in stock, and after I had given it to 
the patient I learned Its history. 
ft 


bad belonged to a Baptist soldier who 
lost his leg in the civil war fighting 
for the union. His wife was a Presoy- 
terian, but when he died she gave it 
to an Episcopalian cripple. It worked 
around to my mission in a devious 
way and I gave it to the Roman Cath- 
olic." 


Now just a little about this man who 


works away in the Arctic that the poor 
creatures who dwell there may have a 
little light and comfort in their frozen 
lives. 


"If I were asked to name the most 


"usefut man on" the ^Nortn American 
continent to-day, the man who most 
nearly approaches the heroic ideal, I 
think I should name Dr. Grenfell," said 
Lord Strathcona of Canada not long 
ago. 
T 


HE man he was talking about is 
just a plain, weather-beaten, self- 


deprecatory doctor, who is living his 
life jttst where he thinks he can do 
the most good. He is a captain of in- 
dustry—under God! 


Don't think for a moment that he. 


is a soft-spoken, smug country parson 
—no, indeed! He can play a game of 
football with the best of them, and he 


"Re can amputate a leg,' contrlct' 


the walls of a pleuritic lung by short- 
ening the ribs,, or cure with the aid.of 
modern methods and home-made ap- 
pliances a man suffering with certain 
forma of paralysis; a hundred miles 
from a shipyard, he. can raise th* 
stern of his little steamer out of wa- 
ter by the rough application of the 
principles of hydraulics and mend her 
propeller; he can handle dynamite and 
blast An excavation under one of bis 
hospital buildings In which to place a 
heating apparatus; be can start a 
lumber, mill and teach the inhabitants 
of lonely Labrador not only how to 
handle a saw but how to sell the 
product as a living wage." 


Dr. Grenfell reaches 10,000 people 


every year.

They never 
knew what a surgeon was up in Labra- 
dor until he went there to make it his 
life work. He Is known now from the 
Arctic circle down to where real civil- 
ization begins. If he knows he is 
needed he will take any chance—this 
doctor who carries his lancets In one 
hand, his ether In the other and his 
Bible in his pocket. And if the opera- 
tion is a success he may Be crowding 
a football or a baseball and bat upon 
his patient as soon as be Is able to get 
about. He may also hand him a tract.

WOWING AWNS 


Mllo is one ol the durra group of 


sorghums, closely related to white 
durra ("Jerusalem corn") 
and 
to 


brown durra. It (s probably of Afri- 
can, perhaps Egyptian, origin, and .was 
introduced into the United States be- 
tween 1880 and 1886, and was first 
grown In South Carolina or Georgia. 
It came probably from Africa, but this 
Is not certainly known. No sorghum 
brought since from Africa bas been 
exactly like mllo, though one found 
in Egypt and called there durra safra, 
or yellow durra, is Quite similar to it. 


MUo was first known as "Yellow Mii- 


lo Maize." The adjective "yellow" 
was applied because of the yellowish 
color of the seeds and because a white- 
seeded sorghum, related to the kaflrs, 
was then being sold and grown as 
"White Hillo Maize." 
Many other 


names have since been applied 
to 


milo. 
Among them 
are Branching 


doura, Dwarf milo, Dwarf milo maize, 
Dwarf yellow mllo, Mlllo, Millo maize, 
Milo maize, Red Egyptian corn, Rural 
branching sbfghum,~'TelIC>w branching 
dhoura. Yellow branching millo maize, 
Yellow branching sorghum, Yellow 
millo maize. Yellow mllo, and Yellow 
milo maize. Several of these names 
are occasionally applied 
to 
brown 


durra also. Dwarf milo, Yellow milo, 
and Milo "maize" are the names most 
commonly used for mild. 


The name "milo" Is adopted and rec- 


ommended because it is short, distinc- 
tive, and appropriate. 
The 
word 


"maize" should never be- used 
for 


milo; as it confuses this crop with 
corn. 


When first Introduced milo waa suit- 


able for use only as a general forage 
crop. Owing to Its small and scanty 
leaves and pithy stems it was inferior 
to Kafirs and sorgos for forage pur- 
poses. 
On the western plains It be- 


gan to be developed as a combined 
grain and forage crop. Like all sor- 
ghums It was strongly drought resist- 
ant. Compared with some other grain 
varieties of sorghum it was only fairly 
early and productive, but it possessed 
good seed-holding power, which white 
durra ("Jerusalem corn") and brown 
durra sadly lacked. From the stand- 
point of grain production it had, be- 
sides these desirable characters, sev- 
eral very objectionable habits. These 
•were (1) the abundant stoollng, (2) 
the free branching, (3) the size and 
height of the stem, and (4) the pend- 
ent, or "goose-necked," heads. 


In the past four or five years the de- 


velopment of milo as a grain crop has 
been progressing rapidly along the 
lines Just shown to be desirable'. The 
carefully selected milo of to-day is a 
great improvement over the common, 
unselected crop. Ordinary, milo bas 
been reduced by selection to a uniform 
height of 4 to 4% feet in the plains 
regions lying at an elevation of 3,000 
to 4,000 feet above sea level, or at an 
equivalent latitude. 
> Through selec-

pendent to - mostly erect. All heads 
not leaning over more than 30 degrees 
from the perpendicular are classed -as 
erect, since for all practical purposes 
they are erect. From 75 to 90 per cent, 
have been brought to this position in 
different strains. A large part of the 
remaining 10 to 25 per cent, are mere- 
ly Inclined, I. e., bent over more than 
SO decrees and less than 90 degrees, 
er the horizontal position. These in- 
clined • beads would be readily gath- 
ered by a deader. Only a very small 
percentage of the heads are pendent, 
I. e., declined below the 
horizontal 


line. 


.By the combined influence of -se- 


lection and thicker seeding, branch- 
ing, has been almost, entirely pre- 
vented, and stoollng, or the production 
of suckers, bas been greatly checked. 
About one-fourth to one-half the plants 
produce .no suckers at all, and most 
of the remainder produce only one 
sucker on each--plant. Earllness has 


Increaaed until _ these strata* 


ripen in 90 to 100 or 110 days under the 
conditions of altitude and cllmat« 
found in western Texas and adjacent 
territory. The grain'yields of the cror, 
have been maintained and Increased 
during alt these changes in habit. 


A true dwarf strain, growing only 


3 to S<& teet in height under the same 
conditions as the ordinary taller strain, 
has been Improved in the same way 
as 
the ordinary milo, though 
the 


changes are not yet quite as firmly 
fixed. 


Milo Is at present the most success- 


ful rammer grain-crop for the southern 
half of the plains region. 
It is an 


earlier 
and more drought-resistant 


crop than corn and makes a satlsfac- 


tory feeding substitute. The highest 
average yields of corn under the same 
conditions have been ten bushels to 
the acre less than those of mllo. The 
yields of blackhull kaflr have been five 
bushels less to the acre. 


Mllo is now a staple crop In a large 


part of western Texas and In the ad- 
jacent portions of New Mexico, Colora- 
do, iKansas and Oklahoma. This sec- 
tion lies at elevations of 1,500 to 4,000 
feet above sea level, and has a vary- 
ing annual rainfall of 17 to 25 inches. 
Mllo is well adapted to the whole 
southern half of the plains region ly- 
ing below an elevation of about 4,500 
feet. 


Milo can be grown successfully on 


the lower plains of eastern Oklahoma 
eastern Kansas and southern Ne 
braska, where kaflr varieties are no* 
the leading grain sorghums. In this 
eastern section of the plains corn Is 
ordinarily a profitable crop, and the 
acreage of milo will depend on season- 
able variations. 
In dry years mile 


should be largely grown there, but In 
wet years It will be replaced by corn 
to a considerable extent, 


It seems very probable that the Um 


its of successful production of milo 
can be rapidly extended northward 
and westward from the present area 
The accompanying map shows (1) 
the area where mllo Is now a staple 
crop, (2) the area to which mllo is 
now well adapted, and (3) the area 
in which mllo is being thoroughly 
tested and In much ot which It will 
probably be grown successfully. 


In 1907 mllo was ripened at several 


points In eastern Colorado at eleva- 
tions ot 5,500 to 6,000 feet It wu fatly 
matured at the agricultural experi- 
ment substation at North Platte, in 
western Nebraska. At the experiment 
substation at Hlghmore, 
In central 


South Dakota, at an elevation* of 2,00ft 
feet. In latitude 44° north, the earliest 
mllo was just ripe when frost oc- 
curred, en September 26, 1907. 


Early strains of mllo will be thor- 


oughly tested In 1908 over all the 
northern plains region and throughout 
the Great Basin 
or inter-mountain 


area as well. Farmers ripening 'mllo 
outside the limits of present produc- 
tion should very carefully select their 
seed from hardy and earty-maturiag 
plants, thus founding a strain suited t* 
their condition* 
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
